1 he hxamiiier considers that Uie above identified application includes claims 
directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Species A as shown in FIGURE 5; 
Species B as shown in FIGURE 6; 
Species C as shown iu FIGURE 7 

Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, Species A, which is considered by 
the Examiner to correspond to FIGURE. 5. Applicant traverses the election requirement 
on tlie hii&is that it Is not considered unduly burdensome for the PTO to search and 
examine s\\l claims in one case. 

The Examiner requests that the Applicant list all claims readable on the elected 
species. Species are understood to be mutually exclusive. Applicant respectfully notes 
tliat no claim currently pending in the case is understood to recite a limitation tliat 
precludes Uiat claim from reading on the elected species. This is not tn ss^y that each 
claim must include each feature shown in FIGURE 5. Rather, all claims are considered 
to include subject matter at least in part disclosed ixi FIGURE 5 and no claim is 
undei-stood to be mutually exclusive with the elected species represented by FIGURE 5. 

The Examiner further states that no claim is generic. Applicant respectfully notes 
that all independent claims (claims 1,15, 38, 42 and 47) are considered generic to all 
species (Figures 5, 6 and 7) identified hy ihe Examiner.
